world until Jesus returns pat robertson however in his christian coalition believed that there's a political 
mission for the church that they have the mandate to build the kingdom of god and to do battle with satan 
what they've been doing is trying to take over certain local legislators trying to elect members to school

etc and they're also very good at direct mailing campaigns they're trying to associate to establish the biggest 
voter list in the country so these are pretty serious folks that have sophisticated strategy and a very definite 
agenda although they're also obviously fringe elements who have some pretty crazy ideas well they also are 
very good at phone banks in the Jesse Helms thing they set up that they called 30,000 people to try to 
support Jesse Helms and Helms won this just by a tiny bit so it's obvious that these people put him over the 
top but the interesting thing about their tactics are twofold once | have some relatives out in California they 
considered themselves moderates now because they're Reagan Democrats are Reagan Republicans but 
these right-wingers are using FBI and McCarthyite tactics they're even going to the workplace and starting 
rumors and even trying to get these moderate Republicans fired from their jobs they're doing everything they 
can to root them out of the Democratic Party and also take over the local and state Democratic Republican 
Party offices but there's another very fascinating thing about this they call them their stealth tactics what they 
do is to be very quiet don't get publicity they refuse to do interviews with the press and do this all just within 
their own organization the the stealth Titans go to extreme but make extreme positions with it with their 
leaders they say for instance that they don't even communicate with people outside of their organizations

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in the quiet desert of Southern Nevada there are the rumblings of discontent our tax dollars are being spent

want to make for the rest of time if that's what they so desire it's done as a public relations operation so that 
the Congress will keep appropriating weapons money to the lab science Livermore Los Alamos and al to 
keep building and manufacturing their weapons it's really got nothing to do with scientific expertise except a 
little bit for Star Wars and Star Wars is crazy anyway because it will be hydrogen bombs circling the globe 
and that is | mean if that if if anything's insane that's totally insane dr. Helen Caldicott a well-known 
Australian physician an outspoken opponent of nuclear weapons has traveled all over the world speaking in 
communities about the senselessness of nuclear development | predict that nuclear weapons will be 
eliminated with continues bilaterally because there's no rationale to have them anymore there never was but 
there isn't now 
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never was but there isn't now so the weapons testing is just a public relations exercise it must be stopped 
because it is polluting that area and the area of the native Indian population and it's obscene some of the 
most prominent opposition to nuclear weapons testing comes from those people who live downwind of the 
Nevada Test Site people who live downwind are those most exposed to dangerous and deadly levels of 
radiation the Western Shoshone nation has stepped forward as active opponents to nuclear testing as well 
as continuing to fight for their land rights the reason is you're showing you're here protesting it is the fact it is 
hazardous people's help and we want to see this testing stopped here we should have been here long ago in 
51 when they was declared a test site and have protested at that time but we didn't really have any say into 
the matter at that point so we started fighting the government over the land issues and then we feel we better 
do some stepping down here at the test site to stop the testing because what's there it has to all our brothers 
and sisters we don't feel that needs to continue one of my job's is to come down here at the test site and 
issue permits for people to be on our land whenever they come out here to demonstrate we started doing 
this in 1987 in January and since we started this they've been dropping the cases against most 
demonstrators to where crash were cited for trespassing in November of 1991 a demonstration took place at 
the entrance to the Nevada Test Site on Veterans Day weekend veterans from around the country gathered 
in solidarity to protest the continued testing of nuclear weapons there were world war ii veterans veterans of 
the Korean War vets from Vietnam and even some from the Persian Gulf War the Alliance of atomic veterans 
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Gulf War the Alliance of atomic veterans organized the event with the permission of the Shoshone these 
veterans were exposed to radiation while serving their country they were not told of the harm that could 
come to them by exposure to these deadly weapons there just aren't that many atomic benches alive today 
Anthony Geary schoo a veteran from World War two and Korea recalls his experience in the United States 
military when | was at operation crossroads in 1946 which was the first tests that were conducted after World 
War two and that operation took place at Bikini Atoll in the Marshall Islands and we were totally testing the 
effects of nuclear weapons on approximately 100 naval vessels about different types of description include 
submarines and aircraft carriers and battleships so my experience with nuclear weapons we've got the age 
of 19 not operation crossroads two days after the second detonation which was three weeks after the first 
optical test which took place in July of 1940 section | became violently ill | really thought that what | was 
suffering from was a bout with influenza the symptoms were very similar | had a high fever he's very sick that 
very week | was vomiting diarrhea but | had something else too | had a rash that was completely broke off 
broke out of my body predominantly on my top 
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out of my body predominantly on my top torso and my back and | was also your name blood | wasn't the only 
one that was doing that there was others on my ship that would do the same way | think | thought what we 
were experiencing was about with a pencil because no one had told us that anything could happen to us in 
fact we were told just the opposite you know don't worry about nothing you know and just all you have to do 
is be where we tell you to be and and you know you'll be perfectly safe but it wasn't quite that way we can 
hear over the loudspeaker the countdown from the pilot who was piloting the news bomber that had this 
atomic bomb on it and when he when the countdown got to zero | just wasn't quite prepared for what | 
experienced then everything became very red | thought the the heat on my back not like my my back of my 
head was burning and we were told we could stand up and absorb and observe the bomb which | do every 
when | turn it around and look and I've seen this this explosion which seemed like it was never-ending the 
way it was growing I've been in the Pacific during World War two and I've seen a lot of explosions but | was 
never quite prepared for what | assumed what | was feeling at that time | just kept getting larger and larger all 
different colors like we could actually see where the electricity dancing on the top of it and we were not 
looking at a faraway distance we were 
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looking at a faraway distance we were looking almost roll up at it so being between six and a half and seven 
miles away when | went back in at now is really insane and truly came home to me what happened at 
Hiroshima and what happened in that is rocky and | can understand how 50,000 people could die in one and 
a half seconds | just became it changed my whole life to me | became very well that | had taken part in in 
moving and moving the military by my presence as a warrior to me to the positional that when the US military 
could do this and | was appalled there was strictly experimentation and it took me a lot a long long time to get 
over that | have a little bit because | felt that my participation in the military had caused that and it did 
because | helped them to get that far | would | went in the military thinking that | was protecting my country 
many veterans gathered at the gates of the test site on the day before the national holiday several people 
were arrested including vets for trespassing onto government property on Veterans Day they chose not to 
get arrested so as not to give away their power to the government once again then how about the US military 
that took 250,000 Patriots like myself now just got through fighting in in Vietnam in Korea in world war two 
took us out here to this place over here trapped unexploded nuclear weapons over us 250,000 and then 
turned their back on us after that didn't want anything to do around and live for years and years and 
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around and live for years and years and passed on a conspiracy from one administration to another to not 
recognize the veterans the pages that put their life on the line for this country and and the payment for that 
was to take us over here and lays on the altar of the Atomic Age as nothing more than sacrificial lambs to 
develop the nuclear weapons that today home each of us hostage it's proven over and over that if you tell 
people the big lie now and stay with it they'll buy it because you know our Patriots we are alive we are a lot of 
respect our country well respect our leaders but the fact is rule number one we go over 300,000 homeless 
veterans we've got over 75,000 people sleeping on the streets of New York this winter 25% of all the
